ACTION BY LORD CLONCURRY.

Yesterday the action of Cloncurry v. Lafian 
was heard. It was brought by Cloncurry 
against Mrs. Johanna Laffan, as base 
representative of Patrick Ryan, Jate of 
Farnane House, Ahacore, Co. Limerick, to

Kelly) for the defendant, Mrs. Laffan; Mr. T. 
Sullivan, K.C., and Mr. Phelps (instructed 7 
Mr. Gaffney) for Mary Agnes Ryan; Mr. H. 
Poole (instructed by Mr. F. V. Gordon) for 
John Martin O’Connor, other defendants, 
Plaintiff, as vendor, claimed specific per- 
formance of an agreement dated 19th January, 
1921, between John B. Barrington, his agent, 
acting on his behalf, and Patrick Ryan, who 
was a yearly tenant of the plaintiff of the 
lands of Farnane and Ahacore, Co. Limerick. 
The holding comprised about 360 Irish acres, 
and the plaintiff alleged that on the date 
mentioned the late Mr. Ryan agreed to pur- 
chase his holding from him, in fee simple, free 
from all superior interests, for £10,000. Be- 
fore the contract was completed Mr. Ryan 
died intestate on March 30, 1921, and letters 
of administration were granted in May of that 
rear to the defendant, Mrs. Johanna Laffan, 
his mother. Other defendants were Agnes 
Ryan, a sister of the late Patrick Ryan, and 
John Martin O'Connor, the eldest son of 
another sister, who predeceased him, and who 
were suéd as heirs-at-law. 
Defendants pleaded, among other things, 
that theré was no such & t as that 
alleged to purchase his holding by the late 
Mr. Ryan. It was admttied that he was in 
occupation of the lands as yearly tenant at 
the time of his death. Alternatively it was 
pleaded that the agreement was waived and 
abandoned by mutual consent of the ies ; 
and, farther, that in the wintér of 1920, owing 
to the unsettled state of the country. labourers 
in the district demanded from Mr. Ryan that 
he should divide up a large portion of his 
lands between them, and that, as a conse- 
quence, Patrick Ryan interviewed Lord Clon- 
curry’s agent in March, 1921, and intimated 
to him that the negotiations as to the aequisi- 
tion of the fée of the holding must, in 
the circumstances, be considered at an end, 
and that there was acquiescefice in that 
termination of the agreement to purchase. 
Four matters that come up for détermina- 
tion were—(1) Whether there was a conoladed 
agreement on January 19, 1921; (2) whether 
there was a memorandum in writing of that 
agreement sufficient to satisfy the Statute of 
Frauds; (3) whether the agreement was, as 
the defendants now allege, rescinded by 
mutual agreement prior to thé death of Mr. 
Ryan; and (4) whether the fact that this 
action was not instituted until. April, 17th of 
this year constituted such delay as would dis- 
entitle the plaintiff to the equitable relief that 
he seeks. 
The Master of the Rolls, having heard 
evidence and the legal arguments, reserved 
judgment.

AN INTEBESTING APPEAD. 
(Court of Appeal, before the Lerd Chie? Justice, 
Lord Juetice Ronan, and Lord Justice O'Cor ? 

An NEE brought by the plaintiff in the 
case of James Howard v. Francis Donnelly 
was heard, in which the plaintiff sought to 
have an order m by the King’s Bench 
Division on the 19th ult., refusing the plain- 
tiff’s application for liberty to sign final 
udgment in the action, discharged, and to 

ve an order substituted giving the plaintiff 
liberty to sign final judgment in the action for 
the sum of £124 4s. and costs. The action 
had been broaght by James Howard, Post 
Office official, of 7 Fingal terrace, Finglas road. 
Glasnevin, against Francis Donnelly, of 3 
Fingal terrace, Finglas road, his landlord, to 
recover £124 4., which the plaintiff alleged 
he had overpaid to the defendant, contrary 
to the provisions of the Increase of Rent 
Restriction Act, 1915-1920, the sum incladin 
£28 alleged to have been paid by the plaintif 
to the defendant on the occasion of the letting 
in June, 1919. 

There appeared to be some controversy 
with reference to the facta of the case. The 
plaintiff, it was stated, had. taken 
premises—a dwellinghouse and shop—in 1917, 
at a rent of 15s. a week, the defendant pay- 
ing the rates. The plaintiff stated that the 
Standard rent of the premises was 12s. a 
week, and the defendants stated that it was 
not 12s., but 15s. a week. 

The proceedings had not been brought 
under the recent Irish Rent Act, but i Ad 
the English Acts.

Vineent and Beatty) appeared for the 
appellant and plaintiff, and Mr. Carrigan, 
K.C., and Mr. W. J. Gleeson (instructed by 
Mr. James Fagan) for the respondent and de- 
fendant. 

Mr. Maguire having opened the appeal, 
submitting What Mr. Justice Samuels’s de- 
cision in the court below should be reversed, 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., contended that the 
action was entirely unsustainable, as the 
money claimed could not be recovered under 
any of the Increase of Rent Acts referred to. 

Mr. Maguire. in reply, said that not one 
word of Mr. Carrigan’s argument had been 
mentioned in the court below. 

Mr. Carrigan said that he was not there at 


all. 

Mr. Gleeson said that the reason why the 
argument, had not been advanced was because 
they had not been called upon by Mr. Justice 
Samuels. 

The Court dismissed the appeal with costs. 
agreeing unanimously with Mr. Carrigan that 
the money could not be recovered under the 
provisions of the Acts mentioned. 


KILLED BY A FALLING TREE. 


An appeal was brought by the defendants. 
in the Workmen’s Compensation Act case of 
Cronin v. Macroom Urban District Council, 
from a decision of the Deputy County Court 
ann of Cork, awarding Mrs. Bridget Cronin 
(widow), of Castle street, Macroom, Co. Cork, 
£300 i for the loss of her 


quarters of a mile from Macroom, on the 20th 
of October last. 

The principal question in the case was 
whether the fatal accident occurred while 
Cronin was engaged in the discharge of his 
ordinary duties as a ganger on the roads. 

From the evidence it appeared that Cronin 
went into the fields for the purpose of clear- 
ing out a “ gully,’’..which.apparently could 
be more conveniently done from inside the 
field. Two men were felling a tree at the 
time. Crotin remarked that it was a windy 
day, and that there might be some un- 
certainty as to how the tree would fall. He 
stood inst the wall; atid the tree, falling 
in á different way from what had been ex- 
pected or wanted, struck him. 

The Court, having heard the arguments, 
referred the case back to the County Court 
Judge for re-hearing. the costs of both parties 
to abide the result of the re-hearing.

Monarchy .in England is 
hardly likely to have justice done to him 
by writers -fall of the shibboleths. of 
democracy. Mr... O'Grady has devoted, 
two yolumes and some eleven hundred 
pages to the cateer of Strafford in Ireland, 
and, whatever may be said of his con 
clusions,’ it is hardly likely that any sub- 
sequent writer. will find much to glean 
alter thé muss of facts which Mt. O'Grady | 
has so exhaustively harvested. 

Our author’s iscts, howeyer, are less 
interesting than his findings. Like Dr. 
Johnson, Mi. O’Grady ig determined “not 
to let the Whig dogs have it their own 
way ’’—or the Nationalist dogs either, die 
is full of scorn for Pym and his Parlia- 
mentarians, who did this noble servant of} 
benevolent monarchy: to death. Similarly, 
to Mr. O'Grady the majority of our hie 
torical writers are “Irish scribes,” | 
‘anemic historians,’ and their work 
“loose ctiticism,’’ “orthedox histoty, 
“theories of Irish history,” etc, His 
heart is in the coffin theré with Strafford, 
but there is nothing of téars in his story. 
He takes mankind as he finds them how 
and in the past—a middling bad lot, but 
especially the great vested interests who 
make politics subserve private interest. 
Though he has to tell, as he does ia very 
close detail, the whole heart-moving sto 
of Strafford’s overthrow at the hand’ o 
these private interests, the vengeful malice 
of the Parliamentary Party, the shameful 
desertion of Strafford by his royal master, 
who had pledged his honour to save him 
and the horrible joy over all England and 
much of Ireland when Strafford’s, head fell, 
yet Mr. O’Grady tells it all with dignity 
and, at times, with admirable skill. His 
concluding words, ‘ The people had at last 
come into their own, and every one was 
now free,’’ make a fine touch of restrained 
irony. 

Mr. O’Grady’s boldly conceived chapters 
on the aspects of Ireland as Strafford dealt 
with it—such as trade, manufactures, 
religion, the plantations, the towns, the 
central Government, etc.—will whet the 
spentite of readers who have interested 
themselves in one or another of these 
aspects, and will challenge all their exist- 
ing ideas. Almost all of us will want to 
contest, even if we are not aggravated by, 
his constant reversal of accepted ideas, 
as summeéd tip in such judgments as, “the 
Ulster Plantation was not a grievance ”’ ; 
“there is not a complaint on record of 
confiscation ’’; “the Civil War was not a 
war for réligion in Ireland, nor a war of 
nationality im Scotland; for the idea of 
nationality only dates from the French 
Revolution ”; and his constant theme 
that the native Irish and the Romat 
Catholics of Ireland had not a leg to stand 
upon in the way of grievances. Most dis- 
concerting of all is his remark that Parlia- 
mentary government is never the ideal 
form of government save under a conjune- 
tion of very rare circumstances, and never 
at all in Ireland. Mr. O’Grady’s work 
is based upon published documents and 
sources of the period, and, while these 
are very exhaustive, it shows the defects 
as well as the merits of this method of 
writing history. 1t makes all for vigour, 
and gives the two volumes a racy note of 
Carlylean directness and. -picturesqueness 
and a strong individual tinge, quite re- 
freshing in this day of judicial histories ; 
but they need not have snffered in value 
if he had consulted more those “ orthodox 
historians’’ whom he cannot abide. 

We could have wished both for our 
author's and for the reader’s sake that he 
had compressed .so voluminous a work. 
Yet it is a notable achievement, and main- 
tains wonderfully the whole striking and 
admirable theme how Strafford, probably 
the greatest statesman-administrator pro- 
duced by séventeénth century England, 
grappled with the Irish problem and in 
eight years created a Government hated 
by the great and “the men of insatiable 
ambitions,’’ such as the Earl of Cork, but 
all to the good of the common subject ; 
turned a deficit in the Exchequer to a 
handsome balance, created industries, pro- 
vided Charles with a fine Irish army, 
cleared the Irish seas of pirates, allowed 
practical religious liberty, and in fine, 
achieved the double object, as he wrote to 
the King, ot "making your subjects here 
happier without the least prejudice to your 
subjects there. 

This was at all times a difficult matter 
for reconcilément, but Strafford seems 
to have achieved it for some eight 
years which materially, at least, 
must reckon among the happiést in Irish 
history. Whether the imperial power, of 
which Strafford was so remarkably the 
satrap and which ruined itéelf and him 
by caving in to Scots rebels and English 
opponents against his advice, was all that 
our author claims for it, we shall, doubt- 
less, judge according to our prepossessions. 
When Mr. O’Grady’s book runs into a 
further edition, as it certaimly, deserves, 
we would suggest more careful proof-read- 
ing than this has received ahd a pri¢e 
more within the reach of ordinary readers.

DEGAS. 

This book consists of an essay on the 
artist, running to about seventy pages, 
and one hundred and three excellent re- 
productions of his work. The essay is 
cursory in its nature and rather preten- 
tious. The author adds nothing to the 
already known facts of Degas’s life and 
has nothing new to offer in the way of 
criticism on his art. Still his book is not 
without utility if it be considered merely 
as a brief, readable account of Degas the 
man and the artist, though that utility is 
impairéd by the absence of an index. The 
translator's English style lacks grace. In 
his preface he deals with the difficulties 
which he had to overcome, and makes it 
plain that he worked arduously at his 
task. Notwithstanding his care and labour, 
he permits himself to use the word 
“ windhound,’’ which is searcely Pnglish, 
in referring to the well-known picture of 
Vicomte Lepic and his two daughters; 
and when apparently he wishes to say that 
Degas only resorted to his spectacles whsn 
suc roughness as he could fee] was slight, 
he says that “he only resorted to his 
spectacles when ‘he could feel small rough- 
nesses.’ 

The two opening paragraphs of the essay 
are clumsy and ineffective ; but those who 
progress beyond them, and to whom Degas 
was heretofore an unfamiliar figure, will 
derive pleasure and profit. There has 
seldom -been an artist whose personality 
was so strange and elusive, and never, 
perhaps, an artist more whole-heartedly 
devoted to his art.

THE ULSTER SCOT. 

Mr. James Logan’s “Ulster in the X- 
Rays’ is not as pénetrating a study of 
the Ulsterman as the title suggests. To 
get at the fifdamental character and 
differentiating qualities of the typical 
Ulsterman as he is to-day one would have 
to make serious inquiry inte the religion, 
the politics, and the social reactions oi 
the seventeenth and éightéenth centuries 
in Ulster, The study of érigins often 
furnishes the surest clue to interpretation. 
Mr. Logan touches en these things, but 
for the most part he takes the Ulsterman 
as he finds him, and in bright and 
anecdota] fashion shows us what manner 
of man he is, It should be said that Mz. 
Logan’s Ulstérman is réally the Ulster 
Scot of the North-East. The Ulstermen 
of English origin and of the older Celtic 
stock mew found mainly in central and 
West Ulster do not come into his picture. 
In póint of fact the dominant strain in 
the Northern Province to-day is the Ulster 
Scot, ahd Mr. Logan, in narrowing his 
survey to that virile stock, is giving it no 
whore than its due. 

The scope of Mr. Logan’s seas od 
volume may be gathered from the titles 
some. oí its chapters, One of these is on 
“The Belfastman.’’ Another contrasts 
“Dublin and Belfast’; another is of 
“The Ulster Dialect,’ in which one of 
“ Bab McKeen 3 ” stories is quoted. Other 
chapters deal with “Old Time Ways,”’ 
“Rural Occupations,” “The Wit and 
Humour af the Province,’’ “Great Ulster- 
men,” “Ulster Poetry,’’ “ Education.” 
and “Religion,” On the whole, Mr. 
Logan may be congratulated on these 
sketches of the men of the North. They 
will be read with pleasure by Ulstermen 
of the Dispersion in many distant lands ; 
and, if they find their way into Southern 
Ireland, they will make for a better under- 
standing of a people who, if they have 
some defects, have many enduring virtues.

ANCIENT HISTORY. 

If ancient history should be tanght to 
every child—and we believe that it is a 
serious deprivation for a child to be 
allowed to grow to maturity in ignorance 
of at least the outlines of the long story 
of man’s efforts after civilisation—then no 
better text book could be found than Mr.

NEWS SUMMARY. 


4RELAND. 


We print to-day a short summary of the 
report of the Dail’s Special Committee on 
hospitals and sweepstakes. The report 
will come before the Dail to-day. 

After it had protested against being 
asked to consider so many Bills before the 
dissolution of Parliament, the Senate yes- 
terday gave a second reading to the Public 
Safety Bill. 

The Dail yesterday’ gave a second read- 
ing to the Defence Forces (Temporary 
Provisions) Bill. It was suggested that 
the Free State’s ‘Army should be formed 
in the same way as the Defence Forces in 
Australia. 

The conference between’ the shipowners 
and the dockers will be opened to-day at 
Government buildings. 


GREAT BRITAIN. 


In reply to questions in the House of 
Commons yesterday, Mr. Bridgeman 
stated that Northern Ireland's refusal to 
participate in the proposed Boundary 
Commission had been the subject of de- 
spatches between the Governor-General of 
the Free State and the Colonial Secretary, 
and that these despatches would. be laid 
on the table of the House. 

Speaking at Glasgow last night,. Mr. 
Stanley Baldwin said that the first essen- 
tial step for the stabilisation of foreign 
markets was the settlement of the repara- 
tions question. 


ABROAD 


The French and Belgian Governments 
have completed their exchange of views, 
and are completely agreed upon re- 
affirming that no negotiations can be con- 
templated with the Reich before the 
cessation of passive resistance, and that 
the evacuation of the Ruhr cannot be con- 
sidered until Germany has made sufficient 
payments. 

Departmental economies and increased 
receipts have turned Australia’s estimated 
Budget deficit into a surplus. Old age 
and invalid pensions are to be increased. 

President Harding visited Vancouver 
and received a warm welcome, In reply 
to an address, he spoke of American- 
Canadian friendship, and deprecated talk 
of annexation of Canada by the United 
States.

Banks and the Loan. 


Meetings of three of the leading Irish 
banks have been held during the present 
week. All had satisfactory news for their 
shateholders ; but the three reports had a 
common feature which will be regretted 
at the present crisis in national affairs. 
At last deposits have lost their long and 
almost astonishing immunity from the 
effects of public disorder and dislocated 
trade. In the case of the Munster and 
Leinster Bank deposits and current, 
accounts show a decrease of £1,250,000 on 
last year's figures. The Provincial Bank’s 
deposits have fallen by £630,000 and those 
of the National Bank by more than three 
millions. We may believe that the 
gradual re-establishment of law is en- 
couraging depositors to withdraw money 
from the banks for the purchase of farms 
and heuse property and for investment 
in high-class securities. On the other 
hand, it cannot be doubted that the 
recent campaign of destruction has 
taken heavy toll of the national wealth. 
Trade has suffered injury 
and the lower prices of cattle and agri- 
cultural produce have compelled the 
farmers to draw upon their savings. As 
the Chairman of the National Bank said 
yesterday, “money 1s not so plentiful as 
it was a few years ago.” Nevertheless, 
these reports show that Ireland is still a 
rich country and recent events have proved 
that she possesses wonderful powers of 
The Free State Govern- 

to put the national 
patriotism. to the test by floating a 
domestic loan for a large amount—probably 
not less than twenty millions. In other 
words, it will ask the people, through 
their banks, to stake their hardly-won 
fortunes on the country’s prospects of 
“making good.” What response will be 
given to this appeal? We need not pretend 
that the Government's task wil) beeasy. In 
the first place, it must overcome the Irish 
farmer's traditional reluctance to cast his 
bread upon any waters. In the next 
place, it must satisfy the commercial com- 
munity of its fitness and purpose to 
phrsue a sound policy in economic affairs. 
Already the Government has done much 
to, win the nation’s confidence by its 
handling of political problems, If it can 
make that confidence an assured posses- 
sion, it will get its loan. 

Capital dislikes innovations, and any 
interference with its well-ordered processes 
puts it instinctively on its guard. In at 
least two matters the Free State Govern- 
ment must mend its hand quickly if its 
coming loan is to secure the whole-hearted 
co-operation of the banks and the com- 
mercial classes. One is the irritating con- 
fusion which still enshrouds the whole 
question of double income tax. The 
National Bank is paying its dividend free 
of income tax because, in the Chairman's 
words, “it is impossible to ascertain the 
tax for which the bank is liable.’’ The

Italian Politics. 

The political situation. in Italy is very 
interesting. On one day Signor Mussolini 
triumphs over all his opponents with a 
dramatic victory in the Chamber, On 
the next veiled references to “ diffi- 
culties’ are made by the scrupulously 
discreet Italian Press. Signor Mussolini 
is in a position of extreme delicacy, but 
his most determined enemies must admit 
that he has proved to be a politician of 
consimmate skill. 
great success in the Italian Chamber last 
week he promulgated a decree which was 
calculated to impose severe restrictions 
on the native Press. This news was re- 
ceived with grave misgivings by the other 
countries of Europe in which the freedom 
of the Press has become almost sacrosanct, 
and it was received in Italy, outside the 
Fascist ranks, with something akin to 
dismay. Signor Mussolini quickly recog: 
nised that he had made a mistake, and 
the fateful decree has been ‘ suspended.” 
Furthermore, in the first flush of his 
victory he was inclined to treat the non- 
Fascist parties in the Chamber with rather 
a high hand. He was particularly aggres- 
sive towards Labour, and those who knew 
their Italy shook their heads in gloomy 
foreboding when they read his Crom- 
wellian utterances. Here again, however, he 
has decided to act on his second thoughts. 
He received a deputation from the General 
Labour Federation on last Thursday, and, 
while he held out no immediate hope of 
political honours for Labour candidates, 
his whole demeanour was conciliatory. He 
declared his sympathy with the working 
classes and assured the deputation that 
the Fascist Government was determined 
to keep social progress in the fore-front of 
its programme. 

The truth is, of course, that no politician 
of thetwentieth century, be he a Mussolini, 
a Lenin or even a Lloyd George, can 
expect to have matters all his 
way. Signor Mussolini started a _ re- 
markable experiment in Italy. It 
was the absolute antithesis of Lenin's 
experiment in Russia, being just as 
extreme in its conservative aims as Bol- 
shevism was anarchical. Lenin struggled 
desperately for almost five years before 
he was compelled to admit, at least, partial 
defeat and to press into the service of his 
Govertiment those very elements in the 
economic life of the counfry which he 
had set out to destroy. In a different 
way Signor Mussolini is learning Lenin's 
lesson now. No country can be governed 
successfully by undemocratic methods. 
Fascism, like Bolshevism, is the rule of 
the few, and, while it has worked wonders 
in Italy, the inexorable laws of human 
nature decree that it cannot persist for 
ever. Signor Mussolini, too, must be pre- 
pared io compromise. He cannot govern 
Italy for the next ten years without 
taking Labour into account. It has its 
place in every democratic constitution, 
and so long as it is prepared to develop 
within constitutional limits no hindrance 
ought to be placed in its way. Evidently 
Signor Mussolini is beginning to realise 
that, sooner or later, circumstances will 
compel him to invoke the aid of all the 
progressive parties in the State and to 
abandon his dictatorship in favour of 
normal methods of government. Probably 
he is wise to make the transition as 
‘gradual as possible, lest Labour should 
misconstrue statesmanship into weakness ; 
but there is modern 
Europe for absolutism in any shape or 
form.

seriousness of the trade position, and that 
position would not improve until they got 
stability and more settled conditions. 

Sir Philip reiterated his view that it was 
the right course to adopt to use Government 
credit to assist industry in this country, faced 
as they were with the alternative of outdoor 
relief and unemployment pay. They could not 
see people sit still and starve until more 
normal conditions were réstored.

SURGEON REAR ADMIRAL 
JOSEPH CHAMBERS. 


‘From A CorRESPONDENT. 
_ Surgeon Rear Admiral Joseph Chambers. 
C.B., C.M.G., R.N., who has been appointed 
Director-General of the Medical Department 
of the Royal Navy, is a native of the County 
of Cavan, being the second son of the late 
Thomas Chambers, J.P., of Tanderagee House, 
Bailieborough. He was educated at Dr. 
Benson’s School, Rathmines, from which he 
entered Trinity College, where he obtained 
the B.A., M.B. and BCh. degrees. He subse- 
quently entered the Navy Medical Service. of 
which he now beconies the Director-General. 

During Admiral Chambers’s College days 
he was well known in Rugby football circles, 
and, in addition to playing for his University, 
was selected for the Irish Yaternational Rugby 
team. for two years, 1886 and 1887. The 
latter year being the first year in which Ire- 
land beat England. 

Admiral Chambers has served on all the 
foreign stations of the Navy, except the 
Australian. When war was declared he was 
Fleet Surgeon on the late Admiral Craddock’s 
Flag Ship, H.M.S. Suffolk, on the North 
Atlantic Station, but when the flag was trans- 
ferred to H.M.S. Cape of Good Hope, before 
the vessel went on its ill-fated voyage, 
Admiral Chambers was appointed Principal 
Operating Surgeon at the Reval Naval Hospi- 
tal. Chatham, where he remained for three 
and a half years, and was awarded the 
C.M.G, “for valuable services as Principal 
Operating Surgeon at Chatham R.N. Hospi- 
tail,” and promoted to the rank of Surgeon 
Captain. Six months later he became a 
Surgeon Rear Admiral. 

His new appointment carries with it the 
rank of Surgeon Vice-Admiral.

THE EDINBURGH CONGRESS. 


From A CORRESPONDENT. - 

The eleventh International Physiological 
Congress has met this week in Edinburgh, and 
as a result over 450 members, representing 
twenty-one nationalities, have assembled in 
the city. At the opening meeting on Tuesday 
the members were welcom by Captain 
Elliot; M.P., on behalf of the Government ; 
by the Lord Provost, Sir Thomas Hutchison. 
on behalf of the City, and by the Principal of 
the University, Sir Alfred Ewing. The first 
address delivered was by Professor J. J. R. 
Macleod, F.R.S., of Toronto, on the subject, of 
‘*Insulin’’: the internal secretion of the 
pancreas, which has recently been isolated 
and has provided science with a new and 
effective treatment for diabetes. 

In the afternoon, Professor Richet, of the. 
Sorbonne, Paris, delivered a lecture on “ 
Channels of Knowledge Outside the Senses," 
In this he strove to bridge the gap between 
the worlds of pliysiological phenomena and 
psychic phenomena, and concluded with an 
eloquent. plea for the recognition of psychic 
research as a scientific research. 

The sessions of the Congress will conclude 
to-day. The speakers include some of the 
most famous of modern physiologists, and the 
subjects belong to nearly every department of 
the great science of life. The physiology of 
to-day is the medi¢ine of to-morrow, and Meá 
such conferences much knowledge is collected 
and distributed by personal intercourse that 
will ultimately be incorporated to the intel- 
lectual equipment of the modern physician 
and surgeon. 

Ireland is represented in full at the Con- 
gress. The members from Trinity College, 
Dublin, include Professor Harold Pringle and 
Professor E. A. Werner. Professor 0’ Jonnor, 
of University College. Dublin; Professor 
Milroy, of Belfast, and Dr. J. H. Milroy and 
Professor Barry, of Cork, are also. present.

“What the result of our first efforts will 
be to bring about the settlement of repara- 
tions, I cannot say. . 1 would only repeat here 
that no effort on the part of the Government 
will be he to bring about such a settle 
ment. (Cheers.) But you know, as well as I, 
that we have no power to settle these things 
by ourselves. 

TURKISH TRADE. 

“There is some daylight in the fact that 
we have signed a Treaty of peace with 
Turkey. I fear that owing to the nature of 
the Treaty it may not be as easy as we had 
hoped to re-open trade with the Levant. That 
we have possibly lost for nine years. The 
‘Turks have shown so far a singular inability 
to understand our ideas of credit, and the 
way in which the Western nations regard 
financial obligations. (Laughter.) 

“If, however, in spite of that, it may be 
possible for our traders and the Turks to get 
together again, there is no duobt that we 
have, from the prestige we enjoy to-day, a 
better chance than on any other occasion of 
taking advantage of the situation. 

‘* We are faced with a Europe impoverished 
and demoralised by war, and, besides that, 
composed of new nations, permeated by an

The Treasurer stated that it was proposed 
to put one-third of the surplus towards the 
r@luction of the National Debt and 
one-third to the Defence Department 
for capital works if that course became neces- 
sary swing to the absence of an Empire de- 
fence policy.

about two years since the late Government 
decided, mainly on the score of economy, 
that the building of airships and the organisa- 
tion of airship routes were to be dropped.

In reversing the policy of their predecessors 
the Government, as well as the company con- 
cerned, have, therefore, to face the increased 
cost which the reconstruction and re- 
assembling of the necessary elements will 
entaik. But since these extra expenses have 
of course, been taken into consideration, and 
since both parties to the arrangement—with 
the approval of the two important bodies 
officially responsible for the defence of the 
country and the prosperity of its shipping— 
are prepared to back the scheme financially, 
it follows that the financial risk of the ex- 
periment is _ considered by those most 
interested. and best qualified to judge to be 
justifiable.

Such solid profits have 
these shows earned for the. Dublin people 
that many old-time Dublin traders were will- 
ing to confess that .the Horse Show “ tak- 
ings ” paid their rent and taxes; and the rent 
ot the Dublin business house, plus the civic 
levy, was no such small matter. One reads in 


Mr Bohane’s evidence that the great Show, 


yt “the Royal of England,” just held on 
[vneside, had its showyard, water and gas, 
pus a contribution of £10,000, provided by 
the voluntary contributions of the traders of 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne, who are only too eager 
t. get such a Show hel on their Town Moor 
once in a decade; whereas Dublin has the 
tvo great Shows of the Royal Dublin Society 
every year, with minor gatherings. 

How does Dublin help the great effort made 
i> benefit Ireland's most important industry, 
agriculture? By providing a fund to help 

,e work? Not by any means. Indeed, 
Dublin does not even Lang out a gay show 
or bunting to lend the city a holiday appear- 
ance in honour of her host of British and 
foreign visitors. The Society’s Horse Show 
attracts the greatest assemblage of fashion- 
able and well-to-do monied folk that fore- 
gathers in ireland during the year. They 
come to Dublin solely to attend the Show, 
and on many sides efforts are made to divert 
these audiences for the henefit of some enter- 
prise which has done nothing to call together 
the goodly company. ‘That ‘amusement pro- 


viders should do this at night is quite’ 


proper and convenient; for your sportsman 
+how-goer loves to be amused after his day 
round the rings, on the grand stand, or in 
the paddock. But this year we find a great 
concert announced in Dublin for 3 p.m. on 
luesday, the opening day of the Show—about 
he time when the first day’s jumping begins. 

On any of the fifty-one other Tuesdays of 


‘he year the concert promoters would not 


think of a such an entertainment at 
such an hour; but it is, I suppose, considered 
“good business ” to try to snatch away the 
audience wh:.h the Royal Dublim Society has, 
at great cost, assembled in Dublin to attend 
ti: Horse Show. : 

Then on the Show Fridays we generally 
have racing in the vicinity of Dublin, and. 
ot course, the Show suffers much upon that 
day. Here is a deliberate nibbling away at 
both ends, and I suppose in time some 
voracious speculator will proceed to have a 
bite at the centre. If all this systematic 
depletion should ultimately ruin the Horse 
Show, Dublin’s greatest gathering, how far 
will the ruin affect the well-being of the 
city? If our dignity does not give us a 
proper appreciation of fair play, our regard 

ourselves should teach us not to be too 
eager to kill the fount and source of the

the shareholders owe him a deep debt of 
gratitude. 

But, ladies and gentlemen, Sir John was 
more than an able administrator: he is a 
faithful and affectionate friend. Those most 
intimately acquainted with him love him most, 
and in bidding him good-bye I am sure that 
you will wish me to convey to him your 
affectionate regards and the hope that he may 
long be spared to enjoy the rest from labour 
which he has so well earned. 

Sir John’s mantle has fallen upon my 
shoulders. The position of Chairman, which 
is @ very arduous and responsible one, was 
not sought by me—in fact, I would have pre- 
ferred not to take it; but, having been unani- 
mously elected to the post by my colleagues 
on the Board, I felt that I had no alternative 
but to accept it. I appreciate fully the honour 
which has been conferred upon me, and you 
may rest assured that no effort will be want- 
ing on my part to uphold and maintain the 
high traditions of the bank. 

When you get tired of me, you have only to 
say so, and you will find that I shall not 
raise obstacles to any other arrangement 
which you or the Board may wish to make. 

Sir Pieces Esmonde has been elected the 
Deputy-Chairman of‘ the bank and retains 
also, I am pleased to say, his chairmanship 
of the Irish Board. Lord MacDonnell, another 
distinguished Irishman, has been elected 
Deputy-Chairman in London, and Mr. Cooke, 
our Secretary—whod is well known to most of 
our shareholders—has been appointed a 
General Manager of the bank and elected a 
director in place of Sir John Purcell. This 
will require the confirmation of the meeting, 
and, in due course, it will be my duty to 
submit.a resolution to that end. 

Now, jJadies and gentlemen, we will proceed 
tothe búsiness of the meeting. The directors’ 
report, the balance sheet and the profit and 
loss account having been duly circulated, we 
will, with your permission, follow the usual 
course of taking these’ documents as read.
